Improvement  of  Beihelsderp. 

\\t  rejoice  to  find  from  rece.U 
communications  from  Dr.  Philip, 
that  the  missionary  settlement  at 
Bfthelsdorp  is  in  a  very  irnprov- 
ing  state.  The  people  at  this  sta¬ 
tion  have  long  struggled  with  great 
difficulties,  which  are  now  remov¬ 
ing.  The  uncertainty  of  continu¬ 
ing  this  station  has  long  occasion¬ 
ed  a  neglect  of  the  buildings, 
which  felt  into  such  a  state  of  de- 
cav,  that  those  who  only  looked  at 
outward  appearances,  regarded 
tht  settlement  with  the  utmost 
(oatempt.  But  better  houses  are 
already  built,  and  others  are  about 
to  be  erected  ;  a  shop  is  opened 
by  a  respectable  person  for  the  I 
sale  of  such  goods  as  the  Hotten¬ 
tots  need,  an«  for  which  they  were  ■ 
formerly  obliged  to  travel  ina^'v  .| 
miles.  A  large  farm  a  few 
distance  from  Bethelsdorp,  with  a  i 
substantial  house,  has  been  pur-  | 
chased  bv  the  Directors  of  the 
London  Missionary  Society,  where 
the  cattle  belonging  to  bethels- 
dorp  may  occasionally  be  fed,  and 
com  raised  ;  and  the  Hottentots 
have  lately  contracted  with  the 
Commissariat  department  of  the 
Colonial  Government,  to  furnish 
30  waggons  and  teams  for  the  con¬ 
veyance  of  goods  ;  and  being  their 
own  drivers,  and  employing  their 
children  for  waggon  leaders,  they 
are  enabled  to  fulfil  the  contract 
much  cheaper  than  any  other  per¬ 
sons.  These  engagements  will,  it 
is  hoped,  tend  greatly  to  the  ad¬ 
vancement  of  the  temporal  inte¬ 
rests  of  this  despised  place.  Dr. 
Philip  says,  “I  can  now  rncot  the 


calumniators  of  missions,  and  the 
enemies  of  the  Hottentots  on  their 
own  ground,  and  challenge  them 
to  show'  me,  in  any  part  of  the 
world,  a  people  more  capable  of 
being  improved  than  the  abused 
Hottentots  of  South  Africa  ;  or 
attempts  at  civilization  more  com¬ 
plete  m  their  success,  than  what 
may  now  be  sean  at  Bethelsdorp.**

Zeal  and  Liberality  of  Heathens 
in  support  of  Superstit\pn. 

Mr.  Swan,  who  with  Mr.  Stallv^ 
brass,  has  taken  a  journey  into  tfic 
Buriat  territory,  ^yond  the  Ner¬ 
chinsk  mountains,  mentions  in  a 
letter  to  the  Secretary,  the  zeal  of 
some  of  the  Dalai  Lamas  in  pro¬ 
pagating  their  religion  among  tneir 
neighbors,  he  says,  “Their  zeal  has 
carried  some  of  them  beyond  the 
Baikal,  to  the  unfettered  tribes 
around  Irkutsk,  among  whom  they 
are  acting  as  missionaries,  build¬ 
ing  temples,  &c.  and  thus  prepar¬ 
ing  to  set  up  their  unintelligible 
mummery  in  regions  wlicre  it  hits 
hitherto  been  unknown.  I  am 
sure,  my  dear  sir,  you  cannot  read 
this  statement  with  indifference. 
Is  it  not  enough  to  pi'ovoke  the 
Society— tlm  ckurchei  to  jealou¬ 
sy  P  Shall  no  soldiers  of  thie  cross 
be  sent  to  take  that  field  against 
these  emissaries  of  Dalai  Lama  ?

Messrs.  Tyerman  and  Bennct 
addressed  a  l^g  and  excellent  let¬ 
ter  to  the  Board  ;  full  of  the  most 
fraternal  sentiments,  and  of  judi¬ 
cious  remarks  on  the  subject  of 
missions  in  the  islands  of  the  Pa¬ 
cific.  They  expected  to  leave 
Woahoo  soon  ;  to  stop  at  the  Mar¬ 
quesas  Islands  ;  to  spend  a  twelve 
month  at  the  Society  Islands  ;  to 
touch  at  Port- Jackson,  Gew  Hol¬ 
land  ;  and  then  return  to  London. 

Mr.  Ellis  preached  often  to  the 
Sandwich  Islanders,  in  their  own 
language.  Mr.  Bingham  had 
preached  and  once  prayed  in  it. 
The  natives  were  becoming  more 
desirous  of  instruction  than  ever 
before.  There  were  many  cncour- 
aging  circumstances. 


Rev.  Edward  Hollister,  who  is  to  be  in. 
stalled  as  pastor  of  the  church  in  Dan¬ 
ville  in  this  State  on  the  26th  inst.  re- 
centlj  made  a  tour  in  Missouri  and 
Illinois,  in  the  service  of  the  Con¬ 
necticut  Missionary  Society,  and  has 
presented  to  the  public  an  aflectiuf 
picture  of  the  spiritoal  necessities  of 
the  inhabitants,  from  which  we  select 
the  following. 

**A  preacher  is  uniformly  re¬ 
ceived  with  cordiality,  and  wel¬ 
comed  wjth  many  expressions  of 
regard.  His  preaching  is  listened 
to  with  seriousness  and  solemnity, 
and  the  kindness  of  missionary  so¬ 
cieties  acknowledgetl  with  grati¬ 
tude.  In  several  places  I  met 
with  litfle  companies  of  Christians, 
shut  out  from  their  once  high  and 
precious  privileges,  and  doomed 
to  a  long  and  painful  'famine  of 
the  wonl  of  God.’  They  manifested 
fhe  high  value  they  sot  upon  the 
-eaching  of  the  gospel,  by  going 
i  the  purp  jse  of  hearing  it  ten, 


and  even  fifteen  miles,  in  cold  and 
unideasant  weather. 

Tlie  German  settlement  in  the 
countv  of  Cape  Girardieu,  is  wor 
thy  of  notice.  The  settlement  was 
commenced  more  than  20  tears 
since,  by  emigrants  from  N’orth- 
Carolina.  Leaving  behind  them 
their  meeting  houses,  and  preach¬ 
ers,  and  schools,  the  con8P(|uenr&s 
are  such  as  might  have  been  ex¬ 
pected.  I  cannot  describe  them 
better  than  in  the  language  of  one 
of  their  members  :  “When  we 
came  here,  we  had  no  preaching, 
no  schools,  and  we  almost  forgot 
what  we  had  learned  ;  the  deer 
were  so  plenty  that  we  thouglit  of 
little  beside  hunting  them, and  now 
we  are  all  running  wild  these  wild 
woods  about.”  The  first  time  I 
visited  them,  1  preached  in  a  large 
school  house.  This  was  soon  ex¬ 
changed  for  a  place  in  the  open  air; 
and  before  1  left  them,  they  had 
commenced  the  erection  of  a  con¬ 
venient  meeting-house,  which  wan 
so  far  completed,  tliat,  at  their  re¬ 
quest,  I  preached  my  last  sermon 
in  it.  Never  shall  I  forget  the 
tears  of  that  simple  and  affection¬ 
ate  people  on  that  occasion.  1 
could  wish  that  they  who  doubt 
the  necessity  and  duty  of  sending 
missionaries  to  our  destitute  breth- 
ren,could  have  witnessed  the  scene. 

On  one  occasion,  soon  after  i 
arrived  in  the  settlement,  I  receiv¬ 
ed  six  applications  to  preach  in 
different  neighborhoods  around  ; 
one  was  in  writing,  signed  by  34 
of  the  inhabitants.” 


RUnMAN  MISSION. 

Important  intelligence  has  been 
received  by  the  Board,  from  the 
mission  in  Burmah.  In  August 
last,  ordere  were  received  from  the 
king  by  Messrs.  Judson  and  Price, 
to  repair  to  Ava,  his  majesty  be* 
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j»ii»i)esirou8  to  avail  himself  of  the 
m^ical  skill  of  Dr.  Price.  The 
missionaries  obeyed  the  order,  and 
arrived  at  Ava  about  the  first  of 
October.  They  were  immediately 
presented  to  the  king,  by  whom 
they  were  favorably  received,  and 
were  informed  that  it  was  his  de> 
sire  that  they  hereafter  reside  at 
Ava,  where  he  promised  to  build  a 
house  for  them,  at  his  own  expense. 
This  unexpected  occurrence  chan- 
<rfs  the  whole  aspect  of  the  mis¬ 
sion  in  Burinah.  No  disposition 
to  tolerate  the  Christian  religion 
has  yet,  it  is  true,  been  manifested 
hr  the  king ;  but  he  has  never  per- 
skuted  the  disciples  of  any  creed  ; 
and  we  may  hope  that  the  removal 
of  the  missionaries  to  Ava  is  only 
a  preliminary  to  the  unimpeded  in¬ 
troduction  of  the  pospel  into  the 
Burman  empire.  l)r.  Price  speaks 
favorably  of  the  mild  disposition 
and  affable  manners  of  the  mon¬ 
arch.  May  the  King  of  kings  shed 
on  him  the  spirit  of  his  grace,  and 
make  him  the  “nursing  father”  of 
the  infant  church  in  Burmah.

REVIVALS  OF  KELIGtOj;. 

In  a  school  district  in  the  north¬ 
east  part  of  Bridgewater,  a  very 
interesting  work  of  grace  has  pre¬ 
vailed  for  some  months  past.  On 
the  first  Sabbath  in  this  month. 
Rev.  Mr.  Parsons,  of  Pittsfield, 
administered  the  ordinance  of  the 
supper,  and  admitted  twelve  to 
the  church,  it  is  expected  more 
will  come  forward  as  the  fruit  of 
the  revival. 

The  following  notices  are  copi¬ 
ed  from  the  New-llaveii  Redigious 
intelligencer. 


“We  mentioned  some  timo  since 
that  in  Sharon,  Conn^  many  were 
anxiously  inquiring  what  they 
must  do,  and  some  were  rejoicing 
in  hope.  We  understand  the 
work  still  continues,  and  that  the 
prospect  of  a  bountiful  harvest  has 
never  been  more  promising  than 
at  the  present  time  ;  about  140  are 
hoping  that  they  have  been  brought 
out  of  nature’s  darkness  into  the 
light  and  liberty  of  the  gospel  ; 
and  as  many  as  lOO  appear  to  be 
striving  to  cuter  into  the  kingdom 
of  heaven. 

In  Reading,  a  revival  Is  pro¬ 
gressing,  and  there  are  a  number 
of  hopeful  subjects  of  the  work. 

In  the  county  of  Hampshire, 
Mass.  God  appears  to  bo  carrying 
on  a  glorious  work.  We  have 
before  mentioned  the  revival  in 
South  and  East  Hampton,  and 
Hadley.  In  these  places  the  work 
is  still  powerful, and  has  extended 
into  several  of  the  adjoining 
towns.  In  South  Hampton  about 
170  are  rejoicing  in  the  Lord.  lu 
East  Hampton  the  work  is  exten¬ 
sive.  In  Norwich  about  60  have 
been  born  into  the  kingdom  since 
the  revival  commenced,  whirh  is 
only  about  six  weeks.  In  Hadley 
the  revival  has  spread  all  over  tlie 
town.  In  Amherst  the  prospect 
is  promising,  meetings  are  crowd¬ 
ed  and  solemn,  and  a  cloud  fraught 
with  mercy  appears  to  be  standing 
over  Northampton. 

In  the  eastern  part  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  the  influences  of  the  Ho¬ 
ly  Spirit  are  also  poured  out  and 
sinners  are  awakened.  In  New- 
Bedfurd  and  Edgarton  revivals  of 
much  promise  have  commenced.' 
Let  Christians  pray,  that  these 
barren  shores,  from  whence  many 
go  down  to  the  sea  in  ships  and 
visit  distant  parts  of  the  world, 
may  be  abundantly  watered.

TUAGF.DY  MOKE  INTEHF.STIXO 
THAN  A  rHAYEll  MEETING. 

MR.  EDITOR, 

I  lately  spnnt  a  nii^ht  in  a  cuii- 
iiitlerable  village  in  Vermont, 
■where  I  learned  the  following  facts. 
In  that  village,  a  weekly  prayer 
meeting  had  been  attended  fur 
Bcveral  years  by  a  few,  who  mourn¬ 
ed  over  the  desolation  of  Zion,  for 
the  particular  object  of  imploring 
the  eilusions  of  the  Spirit  upon 
that  church  and  people.  Un  the 
appointed  evening,  a  gentle  snow 
was  falling,  in  consequence  of 
which,  only  one  person  appeared 
at  the  house,  where  the  prayer 
meeting  w’as  appointed  ;  and  pro- 
bablv,  the  usuui  attendants  thougitt 
the  storm  furnished  them  a  suffi¬ 
cient  ejcuse  for  their  neglect.  On 
the  same  evening,  and  in  the  same 
Tillage,  was  an  exiiibition  of  a 
tragedy,  where  the  terms  of  ad¬ 
mittance  were  twenty-five  cents, 
and  notwitlistanding  the  tux  and 
badness  of  the  w’eather,  the  spa¬ 
cious  hall,  wliere  they  assembled, 
was  full  of  spectators. 

The  following  are  some  of  the 
reflections,  which  these  facts  sug¬ 
gested  to  mv  mind. 

I.  How  deplorable  must  be  the 
state  of  religious  feeling,  where 
hundreds  will  buy  the  privilege  of 
attending  a  place  of  amusement  in 
circumstances,  which  will  ev»  n 
prevent  the  attendance  of  the  de- 
voiitest  worsliipper  of  God  in  tl.e 
social  cii  cle  for  prayer  and  praiM'  ! 

'2.  Should  not  the  professed  fol¬ 
lowers  of  Christ  in  that  place  be 
humbled,  that  they  manifest  less 
-/.eal  in  the  worship  of  (iod,  than 
liie  men  of  the  world  do  in  the 
pursuit  of  pleasure.  ? 

3.  Is  t!iere  not  much  reastm  to 
teai'  that  a  very  large  portion  of 
the  inhabitants  of  that  village  aic

4.  Would  such  have  been  tlip

It  soon, 
liowcver,  became  difficult  to  limit 
the  sphere  of  his  services,  as  an 
urgent  request  for  the  continuation 
of  his  laluirs  almost  invariably  fol¬ 
lowed  bis  ocr.a8ional  vis'ii  to  any 
destitute  church  Durigg  the  las 
year  he  visiteil  different  parts  of  the 
Stale  as  an  agent  for  the  Vermont 
.luvenile  Missionary  Society,  and 
the  sums  collectetl.  as  appear  by 
the  last  rejiort,  show  that  be  was 
a  successfiil  advocate  for  the  cause 
of  missions. 

As  a  speaker  he  surpassed  many, 
who  in  classical  altHinmenis  were 
Ids  superiors.  His  enunciation  was 
clear  and  distinct,  his  voire  com¬ 
manding.  his  action  appropriate  and 
impressive;  and  if  he  had  been  fa¬ 
vored  with  health,  and  those  early 
advantages,  which  most  enjoy,  who 
engage  in  Ihe  ministry,  it  is  con6- 
dently  believed,  that  he  would  bavo 
arisen  to  an  eminence  as  a  preacher 
which  is  attained  by  few.  In  his 
manners  he  was  conciliating  ;  as 
a  friend,  frank  and  sincere,  and  as 
a  Christian  he  was  faitbiiil  and  de¬ 
vout,  yet  almost  uniformly  cheer¬ 
ful,  and  on  proper  occas.ions  secnieil 
peculiarly  happy  in  inlrotliicing  (be 
siiliject  of  religion  to  Ihe  considera¬ 
tion  of  others.  In  short,  few  have 
come  forward  with  greater  promise 
of  usefulnew  to  Ute  church  than 
this  lamented  brother,  whose  death 
it  becomes  our  {wvinful  duty  to  re¬ 
cord.  His  compbtiuls  iiecivme  more 
alarming,  last  autumn,  being  at- 
tsekeu  with  a  cough  ;  and  he  left 
Wiiudstock  in  the  eai.y  part  of  No¬ 
vember  to  visit  his  relatives  in 
I  Pittsfield,  since  which  time  be  sfea- 
I  dily  and  rapidly  declined,  till  bis 
I  spirit  burst  from  its  clay  tcnemi  iit 
*  '.riih  triumphing  views  of  a  bleiise«l 
immortality.
